City hears suggestions on how to spend $242,000

A sparse crowd of about 25 people 
showed up at a public hearing last night 
to suggest how Lompoc should spend the 
$242,000 it expects to receive next year in 
federal Com munity Development Block 
G rant money. 


The $242.000 for 1976 is part of a total of 
$18 million Lompoc will receive from 
the D epartm ent of Housing and Urban 
Development between 1975 and 1980 to 
improve the quality of life in the city es­ 
pecially for people of low and m oderate 
income. 


Last evening, senior citizens m ade up 


about half the audience at the hearing in 
the m ulti-purpose room of the Lompoc 
Public Library. They lobbied hard for 
spending the money on a senior center. 


“ I do feel you should spend 10 per cent 
of the money you receive each year and 
set it aside for a senior ce n te r.’’ said 
Mrs Ethel Howell of 108 Oakm ont Ave 


"Y ou’re talking about spending the 
1975 money on downtown revitalization 
which 
is 
just 
im proving 
private 
property, even streets and sew ers are 
the responsibility of taxpayers." she 
said "You ought to spend som e of this 
money for seniors. 
The citv council has the final say on 


spending the block grant m oney, which 
can pay for such things as land acquisi­ 
tion, 
neighborhood 
facilities, 
senior 
centers, 
streets. 
street 
lights, 
playgrounds, 
loans 
to 
rehabilitate 
private housing 
It cannot be used to 
build city halls, schools, sports arenas, 
or 
for

One senior citizen disagreed with the 
idea of a senior center " I'm a senior 
citizen but 1 w ant to see som e kind of 
youth recreation facility." said M rs 
Helen Elliott of 1104 West Prune 


"You should spend som ething for the 
vouth of this city. The young people 


between 16 and 21 have nothing, no 
center, nothing At night they drag race 
up and down Ocean Avenue ami a youth 
center would be self-supporting, it would 
cut down on the crim e rate ," Mrs 
Elliott said 
Alberta Morgan of 813 West College 
Ave drew the only applause of the even­ 
ing when she scolded city officials at the 
hearing for asking for suggestions and 
then ignoring them 
* All I hear is helping business This 
program should be for the people and you 
ought to be spending the money for se r­ 
vices to the people like senior centers, 
youth centers, param edic program s for 
em ergencies." Mrs Morgan said

District

A portion of overdue federal im pacted 
aid monies has arrived to shore up cash 
reserves 
of 
Lompoc 
Unified School 
D istrict, but monies still in arrea rs put a 
crim p in the district checkbook. 
That was the good financial news and 
the bad that Joe Carlin, district business 
m anager, laid before the school board 
last night. Carlin said a check for a little 
m ore than $600,000 had arrived Monday 
and was sent im m ediately to the county 
superintendent of schools office w here it 
began to earn interest. 
The money w as the final installm ent of 
P.L. 874 m onies due the district for the 
1974-75 year. F irst installm ent of the 
d istrict’s 1975-76 entitlem ent is now 
overdue and that fact has created a 
"cash flow" problem . Carlin told the 
board. In sim ple words, the failure of the 
federal 
governm ent 
to 
forw ard 
the 
money has threatened 
the d istric t’s 
ability to pay its bills. 
The money that arrived Monday will 
help, but the cash flow problem m ay con­ 
tinue for a couple of m onths until local 
property tax monies begin to com e in, 
Carlin said. He asked perm ission to tap 
special and restricted funds on a tem ­ 
porary basis and the board agreed. 
The adm inistration w as given the 
green light to tap the funds on a 120-day 
basis and with the proviso that not m ore 
than 75 per cent of any fund should be 
used. Carlin said the loans, if they com e 
about, will be repaid as soon as the 
federal money arrives. The district has a 
monthly payroll bill of m ore than $1 
million 
The financial problem s were crucial, 
but it was another issue that stole the 
spotlight. 
The trustees debated a recom m enda­ 
tion by Supt. C larence Bloom against im ­

Theaterfest, an educational trip

of the Perform ing A rts and the Solvang 
T heaterfest.)

Like Allan Hancock C ollege’s Pacific 
Conservatory of the Perform ing Arts, 
the Solvang T heaterfest represents no 
financial investm ent of the college dis­ 
trict tax money. 
The conservatory m ounts the sum m er 
shows 
of 
the 
th e a te rfe s t 
and 
all 
proceeds, except 
revenues from the 
opening season play, go to PCPA to 
defray production costs. The use fee of 
the Solvang Festival T heater, including 
utilities, is paid by the T heaterfest com ­ 
m ittee. excluding the box office phone 
bill 
Describing PCPA ’s business arran g e­ 
m ent with 
the com m ittee, 
Donovan 
M arley, the conservatory director, said, 
"I told them that this theater is a r­ 
tistically, not com m ercially goaled and 
it will never be a profit m aking venture. 
Its purpose is educational.” 
The agreem ent betw een the two is that 
any profit is re-invested into future 
productions to im prove quality or is used 
to purchase equipm ent for the new 
Solvang Festival T heater, which is still 
in an incom plete stage 
The building is owned by the Santa 
Ynez Valley Art Society, a non-profit 
corporation 
Should there be a deficit at the end of 
the season, a group of 30 Solvang area 
residents have agreed in writing to pay 
off the debt in equal shares 
Proceeds from the opening season 
show goes into the building fund For this 
year only, the building fund received the 
earnings from all the five opening night 
plays. 
The sum m er of 75 w as the second 
T heaterfest season Expenses i including 
transfer of proceeds to the building fund)

The reason is that four of the 
five shows that PCPA m ounts in Santa 
M aria a re also presented in Solvang The 
sam e costum es, sets and actors are 
used, alternately, in both places 
The actors, directors, etc. receive one 
pay for their work in two theaters and 
the payroll com es out of the Santa M aria 
budget 
The 
people of Solvang m ay have 
wanted live theater in their town as a 
cultural asset or a tourist attraction, but 
M arley saw the T heaterfest as an oppor­ 
tunity for PCPA to grow audiencew ise 
He figured the T heaterfest would draw 
people 
from 
PCPA 
shows in Santa 
M aria. And that is what has happened 
Fifteen satellite box offices - coupled 
with broader advertising - w ere opened 
this sum m er and th eater goers from San 
Luis Obispo County and the Los Angeles 
area attended

In 1973. without the T heaterfest. ap ­ 
proxim ately 25.142 persons attended 61 
PCPA production perform ances in one 
theater In 1975, with the T heaterfest.

In seeking congressional assent to a 
$395 billion limit in the fiscal 1977 budget, 
President Ford is asking for a growth 
rate of only half that m uch 
a little un 
der 7 per cent 
The $28 billion "sav ed " would be 
returned to taxpayers in the form of a 
perm anent tax cut of $21 billion for in­ 
dividuals and $7 billion for business 
By contrast, federal outlays grew by 
more than 20 percent between fiscal 1974 
and fiscal 1975 and are growing by over 
14 per cent between fiscal 1975 and the 
current fiscal year 
To achieve a cut as sharp as Ford 
proposes, adm inistration budget officials 
acknowledge. Congress wouid have to 
rew rite legislation which entitles people 
to some benefits as a m atter of law 
Among them are M edicare.

Oil law 
described 
as joke' 


Terming the controversial 
county petroleum ordinance as 
“ inadequate’’ and a “ joke." a 
Grand Jury spokesman submit­ 
ted a report to the Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday calling on 
it to support a 
plan for 
“ fingerprinting" 
liquid 
and 
semi-liquid petroleum products 
as a means of deterring pollu­ 
tion by oil tankers using Santa 
Barbara Channel waters. 
Both county supervisors and 
County Counsel George Kading 
exhibited 
surprise 
at 
the 
"investigation and recommen­ 
dations” of the Grand Jury into 
county 
oil 
operations 
and 
problems. 
The occasion was an initial 
public hearing on a proposed 
new ordinance for which the 
Grand 
Jury 
recommended 
numerous changes and which 
county environmentalists said 
still doesn’t provide adequate 
protection for the county’s en­ 
vironmentally sensitive areas. 
Scott Glenn, retired busines­ 
sman who said he had been in 
the oil business himself, read 
the "Interim Report No. 1” ap­ 
proved by the Grand Jury and 
added: 
“ The 1968 (current) oil or­ 
dinance is a joke I don’t know 
who wrote it.” 
He asked County Counsel 
George Kading if he had a hand 
in it. 
Kading said he didn't. He ex­ 
plained he came to the county a 
year after it was written. “ I 
lucked out,” he added. 
A committee comprising en­ 
vironmentalists, oil and gas 
men and others labored for 
years to revise the ordinance, 
but the supervisors a year and a 
half ago voted 3-2 to file the 
proposed 
new 
edict 
at 
a 
tumultuous hearing at which 
then Supervisor Charles F. Cat- 
terlin said he 
had been 
threatened by telephone and 
told to vote for the revisions. 
He voted against the changes 
along with north county super­ 
visors who have showed sym­ 
pathy for the oil interests 
prominent in the north county 
area. 
Proposed Grand Jury amend­ 
ments to the proposed or­ 
dinance aired at an initial 
public hearing Tuesday will 
require 
a renoticing of the 
hearing. The new hearing is sl­ 
ated for Nov. 24 at 2 p m before 
the supervisors. Kading termed 
them substantive enough for a 
renoticing. 
While the Grand Jury recom­ 
mendations 
are 
aimed 
at 
tightening environmental con­ 
trols over oil activities in the 
county, 
environmentalist 
spokesmen said Tuesday the 
proposed new ordinance does 
not 
meet 
“ environmentally 
preferred proposals to regulate 
petroleum operations in ur­ 
banized areas and environmen­ 
tally sensitive areas such as the 
coastline and Channel Islands ’’ 
Detailed criticism of the 
proposed ordinance emanating 
from the office of Petroleum 
Administrator Joseph Green is 
expected to be made at the Nov.

County Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher said Tuesday he is 
carrying forward with plans 
both to split Santa Barbara 
County into two governmental 
units and to achieve a re- 
districting which could result in 
Santa Ynez Valley being shifted 
into the district of Board 
chairman Francis H Beattie, 
his north county colleague on 
the board 
Fletcher said petitions aimed 
at the north-south county split 
might be circulated “ in the next 
month or so” with a view to 
having the matter placed on the 
ballot next November 
He also said that the question 
of a site for a new county seat in 
the north part of the county — 
should recession succeed — 
hasn’t yet been fully decided, 
but likely would be in the Santa 
Maria area, possibly in the 80- 
acre county complex in the Or- 
cutt vicinity. 
Lompoc, he felt, isn’t keenly 
interested in becoming a county 
seat because of its location, 
while Los Alamos seems unac­ 
ceptable also in the present 
planning No mention has been 
made, either, of having Solvang 
considered. 
Fletcher also said he felt that 
if the county South Coast area 
became separated from the 
north portion governmentally. 
“ one large city” embracing the 
populated portions should be 
considered in the interests of 
efficiency and avoiding duplica­ 
tions of service. He also in­ 
dicated that Carpinteria Valley 
area persons have yearned to 
be included in the north county 
if it is formed by some type of 
corridor 
Other new developments in 
the unprecedented twin move to 
shift the county's power struc­ 
ture: 
— The county surveyor’s of­ 
fice dispatched a legal descrip­ 
tion of the proposed county split 
to the 
county 
supervisors. 
Fletcher, who is pursuing the 
split as a citizen and not as a 
county official, said it is un­ 
changed 
from what 
was 
proposed earlier. It would set 
up a line between the north and 
south portions which would run 
through Gaviota Pass on the 
west and allow the south por­ 
tion to extend over the Santa

Rock concerts in the County 
Bowl in Santa Barbara were un­ 
der attack again Tuesday — 
with the result County Super­ 
visors Frank J. Frost and 
Robert E. Kallman were given 
authority to handle the situation

"I want some authority to do 
something or will have to ask 
the Police Department not to

rock concerts,” said 
Frost. He said complainants 
told him concert goers were

resident, said Frost, has been 
moved to take a stand near his 
property 
line now 
with a 
shotgun to warn off invaders.

Chrysler 
Corp today predicted new car 
sales would top 10 million in the 
coming year 


Despite 
the 
optimism, 
Chrysler was the only one of the 
“ Big Four" automakers that 
didn’t share in the industry’s 
Oct. 1-10 upturn reported Tues­ 
day Imports, which have been 
grabbing one of every five sales 
so far this year, are reported 
monthly 


GM’s sales improved 17 per 
cent over a year ago. Ford was 
up 16 per cent and American 
Motors jumped 25 per cent over 
strike-affected levels of a year 
ago. Chrysler, which doesn’t 
formally introduce its ‘76s until 
Thursday, said its sales fell 14 
per cent. 


The industry’s sales in the 
first 10 days of October were 
the best for any month-opening 
period since November of 1973 
and the best year-to-year gain 
since early September of last 
year. 


The 
four 
companies 
sold 
243,642 cars in early October, 
up 12 7 per cent from 216,110 a 
year ago and almost equal to 
the same period in 1973 just 
before the start of the Arab oil 
embargo that triggered the 
two-year sales slump. 


The formal introduction of 
the new models by three of the 
four 
U.S. 
companies 
was 
credited with much of the gain 
— a sharp contrast with the ‘75s 
a year ago. Those cars, with 
price hikes averaging $500, sat 
unsold in dealer lots and a 
worsening slump accelerated 
until it reached bottom this past 
winter. 


R.D McLaughlin, Chrysler’s 
vice president for sales, told a 
national press preview for the 
firm ’s 
new 
models 
that 
consumer intentions to buy new 
cars are at the highest point in 
two years. The Chrysler es­ 
timate was in line with those of

competitors 
— 
General 
Motors 
predicting 
sales well over the 10 million 
mark. 


$11 million

spending. Wallace 
raised $5.2 million for the 1976 
race and has already spent $4 5 
million, most of it on costly 
computerized mail fund rais­ 
ing 
The reports showed four of 
the 10 Democratic presidential 
contenders 
were 
in 
serious 
financial 
troubles, spending 
more than they had raised 
Those with campaigns in the 
red were Rep Morris K. Udall

bassador to Belgium Leonard

Asked by reporters if his 13- 
day journey was intended to 
show American voters he is 
physically able to take the 
strain of the presidency, he 
said: 


“ Well. I can make it (the 
journey) 
for 
a

of 
reasons. That probably is one 


reason There’s no question in 
my mind (about being physical­ 
ly fit for the presidency) I’ve 
made it so far and will continue 
to make it.” 
Wallace, who has been con­ 
fined to a wheelchair since an 
assassination attempt in 1972, 
said another reason for the trip 
was that he had never been in 
Western Europe 
“ And because I do have un­ 
doubtedly, according to the pop­ 
ular vote in the last elections, a 
good constituency, 1 would like 
to let people in Western Europe 
know that I do support our 
friendship with Western Europe 
and think that it is absolutely 
necessary for the free world " 
Wallace, who had a 30-minute 
chat with Tindemans and who 
met British Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson in London Mon­ 
day, said that in his talks “ I 
briefly touched’’ on his convic­ 
tion that the United States must 
be militarily superior to the 
Soviet Union 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) 
The latest round in Lebanon’s 
religious warfare entered a 
fourth week today with sniper 
bullets blazing in the streets 
and little chance of an im­ 
mediate solution 
Police sources said another 
21 persons were killed Tuesday, 
raising the toll in four weeks of

Concert Review by Errol Haines 
The John Biggs Consort 


It was good to have a “ full house” for 
the John Biggs Consort. The Sunday 
afternoon concert by this ensemble 
deserved such a turnout by members of 
Community Concerts. It was the first 
presentation of the current season. 


The program touched on every period 
of music from pre-Renaissance to the 
present All numbers, whether classical, 
romantic, or modern seem to have deep 
roots in the Renaissance style. It was in­ 
teresting how easily one can slip from 
the Renaissance, with its strange har­ 
monies to our ears, into modern with its 
dissonance 
and experimentation 
Of 
course it helps when a program is as well 
planned as this one 


The 
Consort 
consists 
of 
Jane 
Thorngren. soprano; Salli Terri, alto; 
Paul Brian, tenor; John Biggs, bass 
Although none seemed a strong soloist 
perhaps this side of their abilities are 
subdued for the sake of the ensemble 
Indeed it was the best ensemble singing 
heard in a long time with complete 


dedication to the group effort They com­ 
municate great love for their music This 
is extremely hard to maintain when it 
takes many hours of rehearsal to train a 
new person for their group 


In costume as wandering minstrels.the 
first entrance through the audience sing­ 
ing and playing “ L ’Homme Arme” set 
the mood of friendly music making 
“ Magnificat. Quinti Toni” by Pierre de 
la Rue. using the tone bell between sec­ 
tions. was beautifully sung Also a real 
highlight was the “ Salve Regina” by 
Alfred 
Desenclos 
(1912-1971) 
which 
seemed to have a real feeling of the 
Renaissance 


Just as great care was lavished on the

Saltourelle” used the curved krumhorn 
and the Rauschpfeife “ Welschen Tanz” 
was played on the recorder, krumhorn. 
and drum A portive organ was also used 
and Biggs also played both the hurdy- 
gurdy. and viola da gamba «with a 
modern bow). The lively and rhvthmic 


“Douce dame” also used finger cymbals 
and small tambourine 
The group revealed its flair for humor 
in the delightful “ Le Chant des Oiseaux 
by Clement Janequin with its bird sounds 
made 
by 
nonsense 
syllables. 
Also 
Ravel's “ Nicolette” (Little Red Riding 
Hood) was great fun 
“ Invention for dancing soprano, bells, 
and tape (music) “ was an effective 
mood piece by John Biggs and performed 
to perfection by Jane Thorngren In four 
other songs. Biggs’ idea of combining 
foreign language with the melodic line in 
English was most interesting Although 
combining 
speech 
and 
singing 
sometimes becomes 
tiresome. John 
Biggs “ Paul Revere s Ride” was effec­ 
tive and quite exciting It was good to 
hear the Shaker tune “ Simple Gifts” 
done by Miss Terri with the original body 
movements

One must suffer 
Athletics, jobs don't mix 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Pentathlete Jane Frederick 
wants to see more changes made in the Amateur Athletic 
Union Come December, she hopes she can initiate some of 
them 
One of her gripes against the AAU centers on its restric­ 
tions as to how amateur athletes may earn money to support 
their sports habits. 
Miss Frederick, who survived the summer by living on her 
savings, says besides the financial limitations imposed by 
the AAU. it's doubly hard for athletes to find a job because of 
the nature of sports — training is time consuming and 
competition takes place all over the world 
The 23-year-old Goleta. Calif., resident is no un-of-the- 
mill athlete She has a language and literature background 
and is the country’s top woman pentathlon competitor. She 
set the world’s highest-score — 4.676 — in the event earlier 
this year, only to see it tumble to No. 2 a few months later. 
She says it’s not too often employers have jobs that would 
conform to an athlete's training and competition schedule 
“ If a person has to train with seriousness and dedication, 
your energies must be committed to working out You have 
to be able to give your all. but if you've been working all day. 
you can't do it." 
This is where she knocks the AAU. 
“ The AAU doesn't help you out," she said “ When you get 
to a certain class level athletically, they don’t help you As a 
matter of fact, they’re detrimental." 
She says the AAU sends out invitations to amateur athletes 
to compete in various meets — which take place during 
working hours — but the barest of financial compensation is 
made to those who accept 
"They expect you to be gracious, to thank them for the op­ 


portunity to compete," she said. "Actually, what they’re do­ 
ing is giving you the opportunity to lose your job ’’ 
She says financially, the situation is a disaster to serious 
athletes, who abide by the AAU rules for fear of not being 
allowed to go to the Olympics. 
"Right now. I ’m really feeling it.” she said “ I had a job 
offer to teach Italian It would have been a great oppor­ 
tunity, but I wasn't able to get the job I don't have a 
master’s, but also I’m not a good risk I'm coming and going 
to meets all the time 
“ The AAU makes no attempt to compensate or work 
something out for athletes who have to be away from their 
jobs for weeks, or even more 
“ It's pretty tough to do anything about it at any one time - 
only at the national convention in St Louis in December 
That's the only place where anything gets done.’’ 
Miss Frederick is a delegate to the convention and says it 
will offer her an opportunity to air her complaints regarding 
the AAU She said the faults of the union have driven her to 
frustration

GENERAL AMIN AND COMPANY, I PRESUME?' 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Power 
Commission doesn t intend to let the 
truth stand in the way of its push for 
higher natural gas prices. 
President Ford, the gas industry, and 
the top brass at the FPC have concluded 
th a t the p ro d u c e rs need p ric e s 
deregulated as an incentive to find more 
gas and stave off an 
anticipated shortage. 
But there is only the 
industry’s word to sup­ 
port the predictions of 
shortage. Indeed, the 
U S Court of Appeals 
has heard evidence 
th a t the g as co m ­ 
p an ies a re sim ply 
holding back 
their 
product until they get 
higher prices. The 
court ordered the FPC 
to determine if natural 
gas curtailm ents on the East Coast were 
deliberate or unavoidable. 


FPC officials, therefore, have reluc­ 
tantly instructed their staffs to find out 
whether the shortage really exists A 
confidential study for the House Energy 
subcommittee states, however, that the 
FPC investigation is "doom ed to 
failure.” 
The probe is ” miserably understaffed’’ 
the study states, because FPC Chairman 
John Nassikas “ has reassigned the more 
c o m p e t e n t 
s t a f f 
to 
w o r k 
on 
deregulation ” 
Only two full-time people have been 
assigned to go through 109 crates of docu­ 
ments in the case They have only one 
lawyer working with them, but he is also 
assigned to two other investigations. 
The Commission has other natural gas 
probes under way. but they also suffer 
from understaffing 
One is supposed to determine whether 
there is more gas available in wells that 
the industry has shut down, as some 
critics have alleged 
The FPC has received 50 volumes of

It is charged that the television com­ 
mercial in question "utilizes and rein­ 
forces a harmful, stereotyped image of 
masculinity and manhood to exploit 
vulemable groups in our society.” They 
claim that the Aqua Velva commercial 
has been used to sponsor programming 
designed to be viewed by children and 
adolescents, 
who 
are 
particularly 
susceptible to influence. 
Hugh Exnicios. national director of 
Truth in Advertising, sees the complaint 
as an opportunity for the FTC to place 
needed restrictions on the use of "puf­ 
fery." 
"Puffery" is an image-building device 


that is used by some advertisers as a 
way to express unsubstantiated asser­ 
tions about their products. 
According to Truth in Advertising, in 
this case the advertiser is expressing an 
opinion about man as well and then 
suggests that to feel like this notion of 
man. all one has to do is use Aqua Velva 
"Actually, there is no universally ac­ 
cepted standard of masculinity, and if 
there were, one would not be able to 
achieve this state by simply splashing a 
liquid on his face. Exnicios said. 
The organization maintains that the lie 
in the advertisem ent is in equating 
manhood with something that can be 
purchased in a store.

helmet laws for cyclists 
Admittedly, it is difficult to sym­ 
pathize. whatever the grievance, with 
anything to do with motorcycles. Seven 
to eight million of the menaces clog the 
highways, trespass the bike trails, and 
frighten the fuzz from the wilderness 
rabbits. 
Sadly, sales have multiplied by a fac­ 
tor of a thousand over the past two 
decades, with a million now manufac­ 
tured annually Too bad They roar down 
the divisional line in two-way traffic, sit 
in front yards leaking oil and are peopled

Besides motorcycle safety, the govern­

In what he obviously 
means as a warning to Americans, Rus­ 
sian author Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn has 
told of a Soviet government that is not 
satisfied unless it can monitor all that 
people do. the implied excuse being that 
they are not responsible enough to do 
anything alone. 
Democracy rejects the latter notion, 
and the Supreme Court on a number of 
occasions has agreed. State interference 
in private activity must have overriding 
public purpose, the Court said in Mugler 
vs Kansas (1887), because: "Our system

intelligence 
of

citizen, does not claim to control him. 
except as to his conduct to others, leav­ 
ing him the sole judge as to all that only 
affects himself.” 
North Carolina Sen Jesse Helms has 
used this argument in introducing a 
proposal to put logic above government 
and repeal compulsory helmet regula­ 
tions. 


No doubt Helms’ bill faces a long road 
Even at a time when the public cries for 
release from government’s grip. Big 
Mama continues to feel it knows best and 
the grip tightens Helmets for m otor­ 
cyclists are so important, say some law­ 
makers that the next step is helm ets for 
bicyclists 


Such is the zeal for no-risk legislation 
here, that one congressman has given 
serious thought, according to second­ 
hand reports, to the idea of asking 
m anufacturers to put four wheels on 
three-wheel trikes. Better stability, the 
man allegedly feels, will reduce the 
number of skinned knees and bruised 
arms. 


Some weeks ago President Ford told 
the American public that his future in­ 
tention was to get the government "out 
of your lives, out of your pocketbooks.

Kennerly, who is close to the Ford 
family and members of the international 
jet set. has brought some of the world’s 
most glamorous figures to the White 
House, creating a few minor scandals in 
the process He is also brash and does 
not hesitate 
to express his unsolicited 
views in White House policy councils. 
He has thus managed to offend top 
F o r d a i d e s , 
who f e e l t h a t a 
photographer’s opinions on profound 
domestic and world affairs are scarcely 
worth listening to. Presidential Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen. say our White 
House sources, is particularly upset with 
Kennedy's antics. 


In an effort to ease him out. therefore, 
top White House officials have begun 
spreading stories about Kennerly. One of 
the tales they have been whispering is 
that he accepted a $790. leather-encased 
edition of a new oil gam e called 
"Petropolis" from rock music superstar 
Mick Jagger. 


This would be a gross violation of a 
White House regulation which forbids any 
official from accepting a gift valued in 
excess of $25 Kennerly, moreover, is on 
friendly term s with Jagger’s jet set wife. 
Bianca. On its face, therefore, the story 
appears credible. 


We carefully checked the story and 
found it to be only partially true. Kenner­ 
ly was indeed given a Petropolis game 
worth $790. but not by Jagger. It came in­ 
stead from Baron Amaud de Rosnay, 
another international socialite and the 
inventor of the game. Kennerly, to his 
credit, realized it would be improper to 
accept the gift, so he returned it. 


Footnote: We made repeated calls to 
Kennerly for comment, but he never 
returned them.

Dr Frank M Kamer 
said performing minor surgery in doctors offices can be just as 
safe as in hospitals 
Kam er said he based his conclusions on an analysis of 1 .168 es­ 
thetic surgical operations he and his associates perform ed during 
the past year Of the total. 564 were undertaken in his outpatient 
surgical facility, a portion of the office set up for am bulatory sur­ 
gery. 
The office surgery included 135 face lifts. 203 cases of eyelid 
plastic surgery, 121 cases of nasal plastic surgery and 105 m iscel­ 
laneous operations Complications were few, Kam er reported 
Only one of the office operations produced a problem requiring 
hospitalisation 
Hospitalization costs for nasal surgery in a large Los Angeles 


voluntary hospital 10 years ago was about $150, Kamer said Today 
the cost runs about $350 
Performing such operations in offices eliminates this cost he 
said, and frees hospital beds for more seriously ill persons He said 
patient interest was increasing m office surgery because of the

must expand beyond welfare 
patients and gradually start 
treating the public on a large

The administration hopes to 
rescue the experiment from 
scandal and keep California in 


the vanguard of innovations in 
delivering help to the sick 
There is a particular eye 
toward national health insuran­ 
ce If it comes, Steve Passin. 
the 29-year-old architect of the 
Brown administration reforms, 
believes the prepaid system is 
the only proven way to control 
the cost to taxpayers 
"It all makes tremendous 
sense," says Passin. who came 
to Brown's attention by bucking

million Medi-Cal beneficiaries 
They have until October to 
organize new boards of direc­ 
tors. 
with one-third of the

stitutes into the public will start 
with 
unions. 
government 
workers and other identifiable 
groups of employes. 
"Quite frankly only 10 or 15 
will be able to make it,” says 
Passin "But we re interested 
in quality, and if it works it can 
be expanded drastically.”

Inmates set up 
craft shops 


CBANSTON. R I 
(U PI) 
Vincent Principe says he didn't 
know how to use a hammer 
three years ago Now he builds 
high quality wooden furniture 
that catches the eyes of infre­ 
quent visitors to his shop. 
Down the hall, his friend 
Tony Vaglica. 51. manages a 
ceramics shop Martin McMur- 
rav. 20. weaves rugs on a loom 
made from a discarded piece of 
gymnasium 
equipment 
and 
John "Charlie Booth” Murray 
makes delicate wood burning 
sketches 
They all work under the same 
roof because they are max- 
imum-security inmates at the 
Bhode Island Adult Correction­ 
al Institutions 
Keeping inmate minds and 
hands occupied has been a ma­ 
jor problem at the century-old 
prison. 
The industrial shops were 
burned out during a riot two 
years 
ago 
and 
the 
state 
legislature has been reluctant 
to appropriate funds for new 
shops fearing they too would be 
destroyed But now prison of­ 
ficials are crediting some in­ 
mates 
and 
the 
National 
Prisoners Reform Association 
with using their own money and 
initiative to re-establish craft 
shops at the facility. 
"For whatever reason, the 
programs which the inmates 
have now appear to be the most 
successful in some time,” said 
Corrections 
Department 
spokesman Lillian McDaniel. 
The items which the inmates 
make are sold from a NPRA 
trailer 
parked 
outside 
the 
prison Products also have been 
sold to the inmates' friends and 
families as well as to several 
guards. 
"The work has given the 
guards something else from 
which they can judge us by.” in­ 
mate Romeo Gabriele said dur­ 
ing a recent interview in the 
prison "They just don’t see us 
as bad guys. They now also see 
us as people who have talents 
which are valuable.” 
Most of the profits are poured 
back 
into 
the 
shops 
for 
materials. But inmates also are 
paid wages for the work and 
some who are awaiting trial are 
using the money in an attempt 
to raise bail. 
" I used to depend on mv wife 
to send me five or ten bucks," 
said Vaglica. 


"But now I am able to send her 
a $20 bill once and a while.”

Medical researchers begin 
questioning coffee value 


KANSAS CITY. Mo (U PI) - 
Is coffee a refreshing brew or a 
threat 
to 
the 
heart 
and 
stomach0 
Ever since its legendary dis­ 
covery in 850 A D by an Abys­ 
sinian goatherd, coffee’s heady 
taste and pick-me-up qualities 
have spread its popularity over 
the world 
The Boston Tea 
Party signaled the start of 
America's love affair with the 
drink. 
Now, 
consumer 
research 
indicates that over half the 
world’s 
coffee 
production, 
about 16 pounds per person per 
year, is consumed in American 
homes and offices 
But 
medical 
researchers 
have 
begun questioning the 
healthfulness of coffee and its 
main active ingredient, caf­ 
feine Some studies have con­ 
nected heavy coffee drinking 
with heart attacks, aggravated 
stomach ulcers and even pos­ 
sibly diabetes in middle age and 
cancer of the prostate gland 
Navy doctors are particularly 
interested in coffee because 
sailors drink about twice as 
much as the average land- 
bound drinker Three doctors 
from 
the 
National 
Naval 
Medical Center at Bethesda. 
Md., 
described 
their 
own 
research 
and 
a 
review 
of 
others’ in a recent issue of the 
American Family Physician. 
Their basic conclusion. Cof­ 
fee in moderate amounts (less 
than five cups a day) can’t hurt, 
but more research is needed to 
assess its possible links with 
disease, especially heart at­ 
tacks 
"We feel that caffeine in cof­ 
fee. like many other drugs, has 
significant therapeutic value 
when 
consumed 
in 
moderation.” wrote the group, 
headed by Dr 
Raymond B 
Johnson 
"The 
flavor 
and 
pleasurable effects of coffee 
have withstood 
the test of 
time.” 
In 1972 the Boston Collabora­ 
tive Drug Surveillance Pro­ 
gram suggested that heavy cof­ 
fee drinkers have about twice 
as great a risk of suffering an 
acute 
myocardial 
infarction 
(heart attack* as non-drinkers 
The same group made a 
report the next year confirming 
the association between heart 
attacks and coffee After that, 
however, 
another 
group 
of 


researchers found no connec­ 
tion betwee coffee drinking and 
a subsequent first heart attack 
in 464 patients studied and 
checked for other risks such as 
smoking and high blood press 
ure 
"These apparently contradic­ 
tory studies launched a controv­ 
ersy in the literature which con­ 
tinues to rage.” the Navy doc­ 
tors said 
“ The most recent 
observations 
have 
indicated 
that coffee is NOT a risk factor 
in 
the etiologv 
(cause) 
of 
myocardial infarction." 
Because of evidence that caf­ 
feine stimulates the flow of 
stomach 
acids, 
researchers 
have focused on coffee’s effect 
on producing ulcers 


Studies 
have 
shown 
that 
patients with peptic or duodenal 
ulcers, or a predisposition to ul­ 
cer disease, are much more 
sensitive to coffee stimulation 
of their acid flow than normal 
persons 
In a 
normal 
person, the 
amount 
of 
caffeine 
in 
an 
average cup of instant coffee 
produces a 
modest rise in 
stomach acid output for 60 to 90 
minutes 
But 
in 
an 
ulcer 
patient, the same cup of coffee 
produces two to five times 
more acid output, sustained for 
as long as three hours 
Studies have also shown that 
the increased acid flow can 
cause heartburn as well as 
aggravated ulcers

SAN FRANCISCO (UPli - 
Seventeen hundred Americans* 
are brought to the federal 
prison at Alcatraz every day 
But these citizens are far 
from convicts Their term on 
The Rock" is two hours, 
courtesy of the National Park 
Service, just long enough to 
view its crumbling walls, damp 
cellblocks, windswept exercise 
yard, and the ruins of prison 
buildings 
burned 
during 
19 
months of Indian occupation 
The 35-acre sandstone island, 
a sinister West Coast landmark 
called “ The Chamber of Hor­ 
rors" and America’s “ Devil’s 
Island,” 
no 
longer 
is 
the 
nation’s most feared prison 
The last convicts left 15 years 
ago 
Two hundred years ago, the 
Spanish Lt Juan Manuel de 
Ayala named the island “ Isla de 
Alcatraees" 
- 
Spanish 
for 
“ Island of the Pelicans" — 
after the swarms of birds 
nesting there 
Alcatraz, as the Yankees 
later called it. was turned over 
to the U S 
when California 
became a state by the heirs of 
Julian Workman who obtained 
the land in a grant from the last 
Mexican governor of Califor­ 
nia. 
In the 1850s, the island was 
turned into a fort described at 
the time as having “ columbiads 
which throw shot weighing 120 
pounds ... and a massive three- 
story barrack, arranged 
so 
every point is under the effec­ 
tive fire of musketry." 
Among the first men impris­ 
oned in Alcatraz’ cells were 17 
Southern 
sympathizers 
who 
hoped to cut off San Francisco 
by sea and to turn California’s 
gold over to the Confederate 
army 
After the Civil War. the 
island became a military and 
Indian prison, and later served 
as a health resort for U.S. 
soldiers recovering from dysen­ 
tery. a temporary jail for San 
Francisco city prisoners after 
the 1906 earthquake, and a 
prison housing World War I es­ 
pionage agents. 
Then 
came 
the 
end 
of 
Prohibition — a time when 
trigger men rubbed out rivals, 
kidnapers held out for high ran­ 
soms. A shocked and frightened 
Congress passed a number of 
laws severely punishing the 
gangsters 
Attorney General 
Homer Cummings chose Bird 
Island 
for 
his 
maximum 
security 
and 
minimum 
privilege prison for the in­ 
corrigible criminals the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
was rounding up. 
Soft steel cell fronts were 
replaced with tool-proof steel. 
Guard 
towers 
went 
up 
at 


strategic points Barbed wire 
barriers were erected near the 
rockv shore line Gun detectors 
were installed at the dock and 
by work areas 
Alcatraz opened its doors in 
1934 and when the prison closed 
on June 30. 1960 1.460 prisoners 
had served time in its cells. 219 
were conditionally released. 74 
were freed when their term ex­ 
pired. and many were killed, 
committed suicide or died from 
pneumonia within its walls 
The first warden imposed a 
rule of silence 
later, rules 
were relaxed somewhat but 
guards report that the prison 
was always very quiet with the 
chilly, damp solitude broken 
only by the ear-piercing grind 
of the rows of opening and clos­ 
ing cell doors 
Part of inmate punishment 
was elimination of news of the 
outside 
world 
Prisoners 
learned only that World War II 
started and ended, even though 
the inmates washed military 
uniforms, often wearing some 
clothing for a few days before 
returning it to the base, and 
made gloves and Navy Cargo 
nets in prison factories 
Prisoners arrived at Alcatraz 
the way Al Capone did in 
August. 1934 
"Scarface" 
Capone 
was 
caught running his gambling 
business from an Atlanta prison 
cell, so he was locked in a 
safety rail car. taken across 
country, loaded onto a barge 
and hauled to the prison gate, 
never seeing the light of day 
Capone was suffering from a 
social disease while confined at 
Alcatraz Some say the prison 
and the disease broke the 
talkative Mafia leader down 
mentally by the time he left the 
rock 
His mother’s visits to 
Alcatraz were barred after one 
trip because she could only 
speak a Sicilian dialect of 
Italian, and guards could not 
censor her conversation 
Capone lived in a typical 
Alcatraz cell — five feet wide 
by nine feet deep, with a wall 
bunk, a little work table, a 
toilet and wash basin and a 
shelf for the prisoner’s personal 
belongings. 
Other famous prisoners in­ 


cluded Bonnie and Clyde gang 
member Floyd G 
Hamilton 
George R 
“ Machine Gun" 
Kelley, convicted of kidnaping 
an Oklahoma oil man, and the 
“ Bird 
Man" 
of 
Alcatraz. 
Robert Stroud, who actually did 
his bird studies in another 
federal prison, but served his 
murder terms in two cells on 
the top row of the special treat­ 
ment section which included six 
isolation units 
Wrote one inmate 
“ These 
words are written in fire on the 
walls of my cell, 'Nothing can 
be worth this" No one knows 
what it is like to suffer from the 
intellectual atrophy 
the per­ 
nicious 
mental 
scurvy 
that 
comes of long privation of all 
the things that make life real " 
Alcatraz experienced 14 es 
cape attempts involving 39 in­ 
mates during its history as a 
federal prison 
Police recap­ 
tured 26 inmates and report 7 
were shot to death and 6 
drowned 
On May 6. 1946 bank robber 
Bernard Coy, prisoner Marvin 
Hubbard, and escape artist 
Joseph 
Cretzer 
captured 
a 
guard, used a combination of 
toilet fixtures as tools, and took 
over the main cell block The 
“ riot" was over when military 
forces lobbed grenades into the 
cellblock. with some guards 
and prisoners dving in the bat­ 
tle 
Prisoners who swam away 
from the rock through tidal 
currents as high as 3 to 4 knots 
were often captured on the 
other side 
In the mid 1950s. Congress 
became concerned the the cost 
of running Alcatraz — 148 000 
per prisoner per year, including 
one guard for 
every three 
prisoners and fuel, water and 
food 
brought 
from 
the 
mainland Prison officials said 
the buildings needed an ad­ 
ditional $4 million in repairs 


When 
the 
prison 
closed, 
federal and city officials came 
up with suggestions for Alca­ 
traz' future ranging from oil 
millionaire 
Lamar 
Hunt’s 
space museum, to a nudist 
metropolis 
or 
a 
gambling 
casino 


While the wheels of govern­ 
ment were turning, a group of 
American Indians staged a pre 
dawn r.ud Nov 20. 1969 and 
claimed Alcatraz was theirs un 
dor an 1800 Sioux treaty They 
stayed for 19 months and plan 
ned to establish an ecology 
educational and cultural center 
on the island, a place for their 
“ medicine men to come " 


After 
the 
Indians 
were 
peacefully evacuated, the Na­ 
tional Park Service on Oct 15. 
1973 began its $2 tour

GREYBULL. Wvo (UPI) - 
The m ysterious Indian Medi­ 
cine Wheel in northern Wyo­ 
m ing's Big Horn Mountains is 
an irregular circle of stones 
with 28 spokes, a central heap 
of stones called a cairn, and six 
outlying cairns. 


The 
Forest 
Service 
has 
fenced the wheel to protect it 
from tourists More than 150 a r­ 
ticles have been w ritten about 
who might have built the wheel 
and why 


Now a University of Wyom­ 
ing researcher doesn’t think it’s 
all that puzzling 


“ It’s become m ore im portant 
to the white man than it ever 
was to the Indian,’’ Michael 
Wilson said 
“ W ere reading 
into it m ore than the Indians 
had intended it for.” 
Astronomer John Eddy pub­ 
lished an article last year sug­ 
gesting the wheel was aligned 
with m ajor stars and used to 
determ ine the day of the sum ­ 
m er solstice. Eddy said excava­ 
tions in 1958 beneath the central 
cairn discovered a hole that 
could have held a verticle pole 
in the center of the cairn 
Eddy claim ed the stone wheel 
and the pole could have been 
used to determ ine the positions 
of stars. 
Wilson said no pole was in­ 
cluded in eyewitness descrip­ 
tions from the 1880s, nor was 
there one in photographs taken 
in 1903. He said you could sight 
from one cairn to another, “ but 
th at’s a far less accurate sort of 
sighting.’’ 
Wilson said the wheel was 
aligned with the rising sun 
“ T here’s a 
very practical 
reason for this,’’ he said “ It 
kind of w arm s your teepee in 
the morning. This was such an 
ingrained thing that if a village 
was arranged in a circle, the 


opening would be aligned to the 
sun. 
Wilson has been studying the 
wheel since 1972 By examining 
the 
growth 
rate of lichens 
encrusted on it. he has deter­ 
mined it isn’t m ore than 250 
years old. with the central cairn 
a bit older 


“ I think we’ve got a pretty 
good idea where it fits in tim e 
and culture.’’ he said. “ It’s 
without a doubt the very latest 
Indian-made 
structure 
up 
there, but it’s not that old." 


Wilson said enough pottery 
was discovered in the area to 
suggest the wheel was built by 
one of two peoples. 


“ The pottery is very drab, 
utilitarian and undecorated,’’ 
he said. “ It seem s to be either 
Shoshone 
or Crow, 
but 
we 
haven't gone too far beyond 
that. The Crows cam e into the 
area a little later, but there 
were Shoshone-speaking people 
living on the mountain about 
that tim e.*’ 
Eddy wrote that the wheel 
“ may have been used by a 
knowledgeable 
few 
who 
climbed to the site in June to 
m ark 
the 
day 
of 
sum m er 
solstice for an ensuing Sun 
Dance cerem ony.” 
Wilson agreed the Sun Dance 
theory is a possibility but said it 
would have to be an early form 
of 
the 
ceremony. 
A 
more 
elaborate form of Sun Dance 
didn’t reach the West until the 
1700s. he said 
He 
and 
George 
Frison. 
chairm an of the university’s 
anthropology departm ent, said 
they 
felt 
the 
wheel 
was 
probably 
a 
“ vision 
quest" 
structure. 
Frison said various Indian 
groups felt they had to acquire 
a personal supernatural power 
and would trv to fulfill the wish

Verlangieri said a major hur­ 
dle in treating or preventing 
atherosclerosis in humans has 
been lark of a clear idea of 
what goes wrong initially to let

involves

buildup of deposits of choles­ 
terol or other fats in and under 
the lining of the blood vessel 
The lining becomes thickened 
and brittle, reducing blood flow 
or causing hemorrhaging and 
blood riots 
Rut what happens in the first 
place to set the scene for the 
formation 
of 
these 
lethal 
deposits? Verlangieri said his 
findings suggest two possible 
explanations 
The first goes like this: 
“ Apparently, vitamin C is 
needed for the body to produce 
these particular compounds in 
the lining of the artery. If these 
compounds begin to disappear, 
the lining may become more 
permeable —it is something 
like a sieve, held together by 
these materials Without them, 
cholesterol and other fatty sub­

America’s declining birth rate 
will produce an even sharper 
drop in crime — and then will 
raise some problems of its own. 
a University of Texas research­ 
er predicts 
Jere 
Brophy, 
assistant 
professor of educational psy­ 
chology and a specialist in child 
development, says the United 
States will see the crime rate 
fall in 10 to 15 years as the full 
effects of the pill and other 
modern birth control methods 
and attitudes are felt. 
‘Very few children will be 
born that are not wanted by the 
parents — or at least the 
mother." he explains, and as a 
consequence 
the 
horribly 
hostile homes that produce an­ 
tisocial, crime-bent individuals 
will be fewer.

serious, violent type criminals 
are basically unwanted, reject­ 
ed kids.” Brophy says. Teach­ 
ers often spot them in the 
earliest school years. 
“ The kid who is a bully at 5 is 
the one who is going to be a 
mugger as an adult. I’m not 
saying every kid who has 
problems at age 5 is going to be 
a criminal, but the correlations 
are 
somewhat 
frighteningly 
high ” 
Little can or is being done 
about it. Brophy says. “ We just 
sit back and watch it happen” 
or employ methods of treating 
antisocial 
personalities 
that 
seldom work 
The answer, he says, is to 
prevent 
the 
formation 
of 
warped individuals at the out­ 
set. 
The declining birth rate and 
the corresponding reduction in 
the 
probability 
of 
parents 
becoming saddled with unwant­ 
ed children will prevent many 
of the worst home situations 
from happening, according to 
Brophy. 


“ Love is not enough.” but it 
helps, he says 
“ If the parents love and ac­ 
cept the kid and show it. the kid 
at the minimal is likely to be a 
happy, prosocial individual who 
is unlikely to exhibit antisocial, 
criminal behavior ” 
But a declining birth rate 
promises more than a reduced 
crime rate and not ail of it 
good.

crease geometrically as time 
goes on 
Right now we're having 
staggering problems with Medi­ 
care and the elderly only repre­ 
sent about one-fourth the pop­ 
ulation What’s going to happen 
when they’re 50 per cent’’ 
A “total collapse” of social 
care systems is in store for 
Americans, Brophy says, un­ 
less people’s working ages are 
extended, social security bene­ 
fits are restricted and more 
people become self sufficient. 
In the labor market, Brophy 
says, “ instead of an inexhausti­ 
ble supply of new people to fill 
jobs, we’re not going to have 
enough " 


Society must quit tolerating 
educational systems that pro­ 
duce illiterates unable to sup­ 
port themselves, he warns. 
“ One of the resources we 
have to become concerned 
about not only in terms of 
humanitarian concern but na­ 
tional self interest is kids Kids 
are becoming more and more a 
scarce resource we can’t afford 
to waste We just can’t afford to 
let kids continue to grow up 
some of them okay and some 
not.”

Metallic strips aid 
weather forecasting 


NORMAN. Okla 
(UPI) — John McCarthy is a weather 
researcher who dares to toss millions of thin metallic strips from 
an airplane to chart ways a howling storm forms in calm, cloudless 
skies. 
“When radar looks at a storm, it really sees precipitation." Mc­ 
Carthy says. “ But a large segment of any storm is outside the rain 
area and can't be seen by most radar devices.” 
The strips of chaff — which looks like angel hair used to decorate 
Christmas trees — reflect radar and indicate wind velocity and, 
possibly, a developing storm. 
McCarthy, a research scientist for the National Severe Storms 
Laboratory and a University of Oklahoma assistant meteorology 
professor, and five graduate assistants look for areas where air 
pressure, temperature or wind direction changes. 
They fly in a $500.000 specially equipped plane loaned by the 
National Center for Atmospheric Research. Boulder. Colo., to drop 
five chaff packets containing a total of 24 million tiny strands in 
the air McCarthy says the chaff can “ show up very strongly on 
radar ” 
The same idea has been used by the military to foil enemy radar, 
McCarthy says The strands of chaff break up and “ you never see 
it again,” he says 
The experiment is part of a long-range project by NSSL scien­ 
tists to devise a way of telling where storms will form and tor­ 
nadoes will strike. 
“ A tornado watch doesn’t say when and where a tornado will 
be,” McCarthy says. “ A tornado warning is simply, ‘There's one 
out there’ and they know which way it's going 
“ So today we are not forecasting tornadoes and that is what we d 
like to do." 
McCarthy and his students have encountered only a bit of stormy 
weather since they began their 1975 flights May 19. 
But on June 8.1974, the first year of the project, McCarthy was in 
the air during “ one of the super-outbreaks." 
Tornadoes hit Tulsa. Oklahoma City and Drumright as Mc­ 
Carthy’s pilot spotted two dozen funnels. For McCarthy the day’s 
chaff-dropping operation was “ very successful" through monitor­ 
ing by two ground radar units. 
The research plane does not enter a tornado or severe storm, but 
on the day of the “ super-outbreak” McCarthy and his students 
flew as close as a mile from some funnels. 
The use ot chaff enabled the researchers to see for the first time 
on radar the formation of a tornado from a “ gust front.” a wind 
shift line extending outward from the parent circulation. Tor­ 
nadoes usually occur inside or adjacent to the parent circulation, a 
rotating low pressure area of two to five miles in diameter. 
“ Our long range objective,” McCarthy says, “ is once we can 
describe the things we can get a better handle on forecasting.”

The team, working through 
the Orange County Medical 
Center, is one of nine groups in 
the country working with the 
device, 
called 
an 
extracor- 
porea! membrane oxygenator 
and known as ECMO 


The UC-Irvine research team 
.said it recently was able to save 
two patients who had no chance 
of survival through conven­ 


tional treatment 
The first was a 17-year-old 
girl from Albuquerque, N M. 
who 
suffer^ 
severe 
respiratory failure 
With the 
help of the U S Air Force, the 
artificial lung was flown to 
Albuquerque and the patient 
was transported back by air 
while attached to the ECMO 


She was treated for five days 
on the device and subsequently 
released from the hospital 


Another success was in the 
treatment of a newborn infant 
who had no blood flow to the 
lungs. The baby recovered after 
spending a week on the ECMO. 


She was the first newborn infant 
anywhere 
to 
survive 
the 
procedure 


Doctors at the medical center 
said the ECMO is an experi­ 
mental technique with Inherent 
risks and its clinical use has 
been confined to patients who 
have no chance of survival by 
other methods 


The ECMO is a device that 
takes over 80 to 90 per cent of 
the work usually done by the 
lungs 
and 
heart 
Blood 
is 
removed from the patient and 
pumped through the artiBcial 
lung and then back into the 
patient 


It adds oxygen to the blood 
and removes carbon dioxide. 
It’s similar to the hcart-lung 
machine used during open heart 
surgery So far, patients at the 
medical 
center 
have 
been 
treated for from two to 17 days, 
but doctors say use of the 
ECMO for chronic pulmonary 
disease such as emphysema is 
not possible 


Dr Robert Bartlett, head of 
the medical team working un­ 
der a $500.000 National Institute 
of 
Health 
grant, 
said 
the 
technique is expensive because 
it must be custom designed for 
each 
patient.

It's not the strain of keeping 
up with the katydids or rush 
hour tie-ups on tree branches 
that’s doing it They’re getting 
ulcers 
from 
an 
insecticide 
developed by Abbott laborato­ 
ries in North (Ticago III 
The compound, sold under the 
name Dipel. is an example of 
the direction pesticide research 
has taken since DDT was taken 
off the market, according to an 
Abbott spokesman 
DDT was a very effective in­ 
secticide. but environmental­ 
ists found it killed many insects 
not thought of as pests and had 
other spin-off defects 


But Dipel affects only cater­ 
pillars. the larval state of hut 
torflies and moths 


Most insects have acidic in 
teriors. but larvae of the insect 
order lepidoptera have alkaline 
stomachs When other insects 
eat Dipel. the acid in their 
systems breaks down the msec 
ticide into a harmless state, but 
the compound combines with 
enzymes in the caterpillar s 
digestive system to cause ul 
cers 


The ulcer is infected by the 
Dipel and the caterpillar dies in 
a few da vs 
Dipel is actually ,1 form of 
bacteria that occur naturally 
The bacterium is fermented in 
grains and natural sugars and 
one quart will clear an acre of 
trees 
Several chemical insecticides 
will also kill the caterpillars, 
but manv of these also kill in­ 
sects that are natural enemies 
of the lepidoptera 
Dipel iv effective against the 
spruce budworm 
inchworm 
tent caterpillar, gvpsv moth 


and Douglas fir tussock moth 
among other larva forms 
A 
commercially 
available 
version of Dipel has been used 
widely since 1970 against other 
caterpillars on tobacco and 
vegetables but has onlv recent­ 
ly been utilized against forest 
pests 
The State of Maine expects to 
put Dipel to its first widespread 
use in forest areas in an at 
tempt to combat destruction bv 
the spruce budworm And Penn 
syIvama and Canada are also 
considering 
widespread 
ap^ 
plications in forests 


Terrv Couch head of entomo­ 
logical 
research 
at 
Abbott 
laboratory said the inse cticide 
will also kill the larvae of but­ 
terflies which arp members of 
the lepidoptera order 
But he added butterflies fre 
quent fields instead of forests 
and feed on milkweed He said

Speechless part of 
brain may be useful 


PASADENA (DPI) 
The speechless half of the brain — normal­ 
ly the right half 
may have more language ability than previously 
supposed, according to scientists working with a new optical 
system 
The “ Z lens' makes it possible for the first time to communicate 
with on«* half of the brain at a time for extended periods It was 
developed by Dr Fran Zaidel, 31. professor of psychobiology at 
California Institute of Technology. 
He said th<* right hemisphere of the brain, previously thought 
capable ot intuitive talents, spatial relationships, music and form 
hut not language 
also apparently can control the vocabulary 
of a 14 year-old and the syntax ability of a 5-year-old. 
Almost all language and speech centers of the brain are in the 
left hemisphere 
Zaidel's optical system permits extensive communication with 
cither half <>! the brain It has important medical application for 
persons who through accident or disease, such as stroke, have had 
the nerve trunk between the two halves severed, or suffered 
damage' to the left side of the brain 
ZaK ie l's lens system permits pictures of printed words to be ad­ 
mitted only to one half of th<* brain through an individually fitted 
contact lens which moves with the eye The eye looks through a 
t(*cal tub«' and lens that is attached A small half patch is fitted into 
the tube which blocks out the part of the eye’s retina that feeds 
information into the other hemisphere 
Zaidel said he spent a year and a half working on his optical 
svstem based on earlier research in visual perception. 
It S kind .» stabilizer k ns that blocks retinal images, the image 
the person is looking at.” he said. 
We know now that the right hemisphere can support a lot of 
languag«*. but it has to be trained in special ways. The Z-lens also 
«’an simulate any visual field defect We can study what it means to 
see with only selected regions of the retina 
Because the right hemisphere cannot speak it was tested with 
words and pictures A word was spoken out loud by an examiner, 
the word “horse,” for instance. 
Then the person s right hemisphere was shown pictures of four 
animals, one of them a horse Both halves of the brain heard the 
word, but onlv the right on«' saw the picture 
The person readily pointed with his left hand to the horse The 
left side is largely controlled by the right half of the brain. 
Zaidel also found that different persons of vastly different intel­ 
ligence and education levels scored about the same in right 
hemisphere language ability, and that fact alone opens up new 
ideas about intelligence, he said
